The difficulty appeared to be a lack 


of understanding: between the con- 
'erees, the president and the western 
senators concerning the condition 
under which the latter consented to 
bides being placed on the free list. 
The westerners claimed they had been 
led to believe that all boots and 
shoes of leather were to be dutiable 
at !0 per cent and that all harness 
was to be dutiable at 20 v per cent.. 
When the conference report was is- 
sued it appeared that the redactions 
applied only to articles manufactured 
in irhief part of the class of hides 
which were to be made free of duty. 
The reductions would not apply to 
shoes the uppers of which were made 
of calf skin or to harness the chief 
value or which was calf skin. 


Western Senators Bitter. 


Some of the western senators were 


extremely bitter in their condemna- 
tion of the compromise. 
They said 


they had been fooled, that the presi- 
dent had been fooled, and that the 
trick played on the consumer was 
nothing short of buncombe. Finding 
that the xvesterners were not amen- 
able to argument, some of the senate 
leaders and some of the dissatisfied

hurried to the

House. There all were informed that 
the president had not been fooled.

In Barcelona Riots, but Believes

Exaggerated — Officials 


Fear Return of Exiled Revolution- 
ary Leader From South America. 


Paris, Aug. -3.—Improvement Is 


noted In Spain's internal situation. 
The threatened 
strike in Madrid 


seems to have been overestimated 
and Barcelona has emerged from htr 
Isolation. 


The first train from Catalonia's cap- 


ital city since the beginning of the* 
tragic events there has reached the 
French border, bringing censored and 
plainly inexact newspaper accounts 
of the insurrection and of the condi- 
tions in the outlying parts of Catalo- 
nia. The rest is shrouded in mys- 
tery. Several of the smaller cities 
are reported to be In the hands of 
the revolutionists, and many villages 
have proclaimed the district a repub- 
lic. Troops are being steadily dis- 
tributed throughout the 
rebellious 


districts, and, barring new serious 
outbreaks, the insurrectionists event- 
ually will be forced to capitulate. It 
is said that the authorities ar* deter- 
mined to crush the insurrection be- 
fore the return from South America 
of Deputy Alejandro Leroux. chief of 
the republicans at Barcelona, .whose 
period of. exile for political* reasons 
was set aside^by the chamber of dep- 
uties last April.
